After the marriage they resided at a 
place called Eade, near Exeter, the respondeut, through the 
interest of his father, having become a partner of a banking 
company in that city. For some short time after the marriage 
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| they seemed to have lived happily enough, but the respondent 


after that stayed away from home at nicht, on sume occasions 
not coming home at all; whilo he formed the acquaintance 
of some girls in the neighbourhood of his own residence, 
which was a source of annoyance to the petitioner, aud which 
gave rise to quarrels between them. In 1861 he formed the 
acquaiutauce of a widow lady in Exeter, the daughter of a 
major iu the army, aud by whom le had a child. On this be- 
coming kuown to his wife she refused to stay with him any 
longer, and accordingly left, aud went to reside with Ler relative, 
Major Fosket . After she left she found out that on those occa-

Ile was going ont 
to business at the time, aud she followed him to the door, talk- 
ing to bim as she did so, and when she got to the door ti o 
respondent turned round in an augry mool and thrust out his 
hand at her, which touched her breast. She stepped back, or 
else it would have sent her back. On the next occasion she 
was remonstrating with him respecting Lis conduct with a Mi-s 
B. who resided at Eade, and who had stated to several parties 
that the respondent wished her to go away with him for a night 
or two. Ou the occasion of the brush throwing she aud the re- 
spondent had been invited to au evening party at which some of 
her friends were to be present, and she was anxious her husband 
should accompany her. She was auxious th ct be should do so, as 
rumours having got abroad of their disagreemeuts, she was de- 
sirous that her friends sbould see, by her husband going with her, 
that those rumours were in part groundless. She, therefore, urged 
ber husband to go with her, but he would not, and said that be 
She said that if he went to Exeter she 
would go with him.

He 
thought 8 great deal of her, and she afterwards sent him her por- 
trait, which he hung up in his dressing-room alongside that of his 
This she remonstrated against, but to no purpose, and the 
servants, seeing that it was.a source of quarrel between them, 
destroyed tho portrait without her knowledge. The respon- 
dent kept always asking her about it, aud she told him 
she knew nothing about it, which she did not until 
some months after it was destroyed. On the night, on which this 
act of cruelty was perpetrated he spoke of it again. She was 
leaving the room to go to bed. at the time, and she laughingly 
said that he would never see it again. With that she went to 
bed, and some three hours after the respondent ioined her there, 
when he again commenced about the portrait. He was very 
angry, and kept tumbling about after he got into bed. He said 
that he would keep a mistress in order to spite her, and ultimately 
he took the pillow in both hands and placed it over her face. She 
struggled, and in throwing it off got out of bed. The respondent 
got up and locked the door, when she attempted to get out of the 
window. That the respondent prevented, aud she then went into 
hysterics. On her doing so he became frightened and put her 
into bed. She also stated that the respondent was in the habit uf 
using disgusting language to her before the servants. 

Mr. Coleridge, on the part of the respondent, stated that he did 
not intend to call witnesses, but contended that there was no ovi- 
dence suflieient to establish legal cruelty, so as to entitle the poti- 
tioner to a divorce. No doubt there was suflicient evidence to 
justify a decree of judicial separation, to which the respondent had 
no objection ; in fact, he had offered to agree to avy arrangement 
short of an absclute dissolution of the marriage. 

Sir J. P. Wilde said there could be no doubt as to the adultery, 
which was of the most flagrant and profligate character. As re- 
garded the cruelty, it was one of those cases in deciding which 
one had to see whether it was such as came within the scope and 
terms of the established law. He would, therefore, take time to 
consider his judgment.

A HUNC AT COMPEIGNE. 

ON tlie (7th of November there was a hunt in tbe forest of Com- 
peigne. The meet was at Puits-du-Roi, oue of the fiuest and 
largest of the erossways in the forest. To those who had arrived 
there about ono o'clock a fine sight was presented. On one side 
was the pack, consisting of sixty-four great white hounds, spotted 
with black and tan, drawn up in battle rray, in charge of servants 
attired in glittering liveries. In the centre were the hunters wear- 
ing the uniform of the {imperial hunt, or the scarlet coats in which 
Englishmen delight, and. iu ono of the great avenues were char-a- 
bancs and Court carriages driven up at a gallop to their places. A 
confasion uf, toilets, of costumes, and of colours made up a picture 
fall of animation, enclosed as it was by the lofty forest. The trees, 
already nearly leafless, appeared to let fall with regret those leavos 
of purple and gold with which autumn had tricked them. ‘The 
uniform of the imperial huut consists of a green coat with silver 
buttons, aud a collar of scarlet velvet. The facings and seams 
are covered with gold and silver lace, forming a sort of. soutcheon 
on the figure; a scarlet vest, with similar trimmed breeches of 
white doeskiu; heavy boots rising above the knee; and Louis 
XV hat, called a lampion, likewise trimmed with gold and silver 
lace. The Emperor, the Empress, and the Prince Imperial only 
wear in the hat a long white plume. When permission to wear 
this costume is given the chieí huntsman sends with the certificate 
the buttons, stamped with the imperial crown, which are to be 
worn on the coat. Hence tne expression “ to receive the button,” 
and the abbreviation * a button," signifying one who has the right 
to wear this dress and to take pfrt in the bunt. Besides the privi- 
lege of beiug invited, by right, to the hunt, the button also con- 
fers that of dining with the Emperor on almost every occasion of 
a hunt. In fact, it is very rarely that the chief hunteman, 
after receiving his Majesty's commands, does not inform. all 
the “buttons” that they are invited. to dine at tho; palace. 
T'he master of the horse and the moypted piqueurs Are dis 

tinguished from the huntsınen by wearing. breeches of scarlet 
cloth with seems of gold lace. Instead of the /umpion, they wear 
a large cocked hat like that of a gendarme, buf trimmed with gold 
and silver. The whippers-ia wear the same dress as the piquers, 
except the great boots, which would hinder them from, running. 
They wear shoes with buckles, and long white stockings tied 
below the knee. It is wonderful to see them following the pack 
in full ery, and to Lear them shouting to encourage the dogs. 
Nothing stops them. They run under woods, across briars, 
ditches, and brambles, and are almost always among the first in at 
the death. No one wears a decoration on the dress of the hunt. 
The Emperor only when he rides has the badge of the Legion of 

Honour on his riding coat. Any one may follaw the hunt if he 

be well mounted and can ride well enough. The Prince Imperial 

was to-day first at the meet. His imperial highness rode a small 
cream-coloured Arab horse, and wore a full dress of the hunt, as 
well as M. Bachou, his esquire, and the son of Dr. Oonneaa, who 
were at his side. The young prince rode round the open. space, 
h.ndling bis horse with an ease and grace which the beholders 
could not fail to admire. A few minutes later the Empéror and 
Empress arrived in char-a-Lancs The Emperor wore the simple 
dress of a private gentleman. The Empress wore &.türban and 
mantle of maroon velvet. Apropos of the toilet of her Majesty, it 
has been remarked that up to the present time she has only worn 
of an evening dresses made or embroidered at Lyons. The 
Emperor left his carriage and walked round the company shaking 
hands and speaking with several persons; then the Prince of 
Moskowa's grand huntsman having received his Majesty's com- 
mands, gave directions to tho huntsmen, and started £o beat tho 
nearest cover. ‘he dogs started a stag, which was seen to leap 
into an avenue close by followed by a dozen does, For some

Iu the evening, the grand bill, repeatedly-pustponed in eonse- 
quences of the indisposition of Princess María P&oderowne, was 
given by the Emperor.: It was hell in the same apwtments af 

! tho Winter Palace which were opened on the night of the marciage. 
| Not less than 2,000 geutl»men, with a slight sprinkling of ladies, 
were assembled in these noble halls, galleries, and vestibules. 
'and!es, disposed along the cornices, aud climbing up the marble 
columns in encircling lines, illamninated the rooms « jour. At 
about ten o'elock, a door, leading to the interior of the palace, aud 
guarded by gigantic gronadiers, was thrown open, and the band 
Biriking up a polonaise, the royal party issued forth. It was 
ushered in by Count Shuyaloff, the Grande Maitre de եւ Cour, aud 
headed by the Prince of Wales and the Empress, the Emperor 
having, in courtesy to his guest, resigned him tie first place. T'he 
Emperor, wlio came next, led Princess Dagmar, and the Grand Duke 
Cesarewitch, who followed his father, led the Grand Duchess Con- 
Stantine. The other princes and princesses, together with three 
or four dignitaries of state, enjoying a privilege which seems to be 
all but exclusive, completed the august procession. It would be 
repeating myself wero I to attempt to describe the pomp of the 
robes or the splendour of the jewellery displayed. Four times they 
walked past the rows of ladies and gentlemen, the Emperor and 
princes recognising the salutes of the glittering crowd. After a 
short interval the princes and princesses, with somo adjutants 
and officers of the Dritish and Danish suites, joined in a Polish 
mazurka. 

At twelve o'clock 2,000 persons sat down to supper in a suite of 
four halls. The plate glistening on tables and side-boards seemed 
enough to fill all the museums of the world. On the Emperor's 
table and on those next to it the plate was gold or gilt, the other 
tables silver, richly chased, and adorned in high relief. Altogethor 
the halls looked rather like an exhibition of gold, silver, glass, 
and porcelain, blended with blossoming flowers, than like 
dining-rooms. The sumptaous repast was quickly and silently 
served by many hundreds of attendants. 

The sojourn at St. Petersbargh of -the Priuco of Wales and the 
state of the Anglo-Russian relations g’uerally has been the subject 
of an interesting leader in the Vortheru Post, the official organ of 
M. Valuyeff, the Minister of the Interior: — 

* Our readers will have been highly gratified in perusing the 
recent address of the English residents to the Prince of Wales 
and the answer given by his royal highness. In it the English 
residents have uvited the expression of their feclings with the joy 
pervading all Russia on the occasion of the marriage of the Lord 
successor to the throue with tho illustrious elect of his heart. 
The Prince of Wales, while cordially qoinciding with the wishes 
of his compatriots for the welfare of the inperial family aud the 
whole Russian people, has been happy to approve their hailing 
the ties which iu the persons of the Princess of Wales and the 
Grand Dachess Cesarerna now exist between the dynasties of 
Great Britain and Russia. Prince Albert Fdward, alike with the 
Eaglish residents, looks upon the solemn family event which brought 
him to Russia as a means for consolidating the amicable relations 
between the Unitel Kingdom and the empire. We are convinced 
that every Russian having a correct appreciation of the interests 
of his country, and, we beg to hope, every uuprejudiced English- 
man, also, is desirous of seeing the words of his royal highness 
borue out by eventa, and of contributi: z, as much as he can, that 
the friendship of the two Governments and peop'e miy become 
more intimate from day to day, and that both nations may not 
only learn to understand the interests they have in common. but 
also to respect aud esteem each other. ‘lhe Prince of Wales, 
while confirming the feelings uttered iu tho address presented to 
հնո, has thought it right to assert that the community of material 
interests is likely to exercise a favourable influence upon our 
mutual relatious. This is a truth founded. upon facts, and one 
which will be readily acknowledged by the English—a people 
whose commercial development has so greatly contributed to en- 
rich their country. We take the liberty of adding ո few words 
on a cognate subject, which, if they should become known in 
England, ‘will, we are convinced, bo received with satisfaction. 
Not materi] interests only bind the two countries together. 
Siuce culture has begun to spread more rapidly in Russia, our

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THE MARRIAGE FESTIVITIES IN RUSSIA. 


A errer from ft. Petersburgh, dated November 20, thus do-

On the floor of the 
theatre were none but the highest civil and military uniforms, no 
one being admitted to that sanctissimwn of rank unless provided 
with the necessary passport in the shape of epaulettes, braided 
col'ars, and the like. The very musicians iu the orchestra were 
arrayed ia ofisial garments wore or less profusely studded with 
Jace, according to their seuiority as fiddlers and trum peters. And 
now imagine this brilliant assembly standing up in the light of a 
thousand eandles, shedding their rays from the central chandelier 
and the smaller candelabra attached to the front of the tiers, and 
‚ou have a faint idea of the sale at the moment the Emperor en- 
tered. , 
“The Emperor entered; he led by his hand the youthful consort 
of his son. She wore a white dress studded with pink hearts, and 
adorned with a red sash over her sight,shoulder. The light 
played on the stones of her diadem, Տոմ 085 was reflected 
in her dark lustrous eyes asıshe timidly advanged to the front of 
the imperial box. Power and beauty. thus exhibiting themselves 
iu rare union, the house broke into jubilant. harrahs, giving three 
times three in well measured, long sustained shouts. All this 
time the Emperor stood iu the centre of the box holdiog his new 
daughter by his hand, ppeseuting her to the publie, and bowing 
repeatedly in acknowledgment of the enthusinstic welcome. Be- 
fore the hurrahs hal ceasod his son, the husband of tlie princess, 
her Danish brother, her English brother-inJaw, aud with them 
all the members of the imperial family, had appeared in the box, 
ranging themselves behind the royal couplo iu front. Only the 
Empress was absent, she being indisposed 

* Before the jayous eries had alto ethor subsided the orchestra 
strack up the national anthem, aud the curtaiu rising at the same 
time, the singers of the opera were seen standing ou the stage, 
arrayed in the fantastic costumes of Meyerbeers * L'Africaine." 
By them and the whole audience the popular hymo was sung, 
»lowly, earnestly, majestically. As the «trains of that ۸ 
piece of music flowed harmoniously through the house, the Bim- 
peror, aud with him his Crown Prince and Crown Princess, 
thanked the public by renewed bows. — luriaha succeeded the 
close of the * Boshe Czarya khraui, immediately followed by the 
performauce of the British national anthem. 

** At the end of the British authem the Emperor gave the Prince 
of Wales his right hand, and, leading him half a step forwards, to- 
gether with the royal representative of Great Britain, again bowed 
thauks for the mark of respect bestowed upon his guest. The 
performance of the Danish hymn, with its rolling refraiu, * Cong 
Christian stod ved hoien mast,’ which succeeded, was equally ac- 
knowledged by the Crown Prince of Denmark. Cheers thun- 
dered again through the house, when, at the end of this noble and 
significant ceremony, his Majesty, courteously kissing the hand of 
his lovely däughter, conducted her to the central seat of the box. 
With him all the members of the imperial family, as well as their 
royal guests, seated themselves. In the middle of this wreath of 
illustrious personages were prominent the Princess Maria Feodo- 
rowna, her husband, and the Emperor. ‘To the Emperor's right 
sat tbe Prinoe of Wales, with the Grand Duchess Michael as his 
b»eutiful- neighbour for the evening; to the Cesarevitch's left the 
Grand Duchess Constantine, with the Crown Prince of Denmark 
at heráide, Around and behind them the princes and princesses 
of the blood. 

“The second act of *L'Africaine' was then given with the 
utmost pomp of which. the stage is capable. Perhaps I shall by 
some bold and irreverent beings not be regarded as a Beotian 
who ought never to have ventured upon noticing musical things, 
if I say that the melodies of this act are so very indifferent as to 
be dull even from the lips of exquisite singers. His Majesty’s 
Italien arcists certainly did what they could to breathe the breath 
of life into the stale notes, but the task was impossible of accom- 
plishment. A national ballet, ‘Solotaya Riba’ (the Golden Fish), 
was the second entertainment of the night, and an excellent vne it 
was, both as regards the music and the dancing. A fisherman, 
more addicted to the bottle than to his hook and net, is scolded by 
his wife, and sent away to ply his trade om the sea. He returns, 
having caught the golden fish. Forthwith their lowly cottage is 
changed into a gorgeous hall, peopled by fairies, officiously waiting 
upon the lucky couple. The fisherman refuses to believe in bis 
elevation. He will not dance with the fairies, wliom he considers 
to be queens and empresses, and to whom he bows in meek 
bumility.. He will not allow a boyard's coat to be put upon his 
broad back, With iis wife the sudden conversion agrees better. 
Easily adapting herself to her new relations, she acts the queen of 
the lovely beings around her as though to the manner born, and 
as there is vodka to be had even in fairy land, her husband be- 
comes eventually intoxicated, if not with his good fortune, at least 
with the liquor, and joins iu the terpsichorean amusements which 
form the business of life among the fays. This simple plot gives 
occasion for an inexhaustible amount of dancing. Pas de deuc 
iuterchange with pas de quatre, aud elexaut solis are relieved by 
bcisterous եմ. ‘Nhe tunes are sprightly; and, as to the dancing, 
such agility, tempered by such grace, such musical lightuess of 
step, gait, and whirl, I have never seen equalled, These Russian 
girls are iustinet with the sense of an art which to them seems to 
be natural. They are eloquent in their nimbleness, and speak 
with their hands and feet. In the presence of the Emperor the 
audience were not permitted to applaud, but symptoms of a wish 
to encore could vot be repressed. ‘iho Russian anthem closed the 
performance. ۰ ۱ : 

“Two days ago, Sdhamyl, accompanied by his son Gast Mo- 
hammed, and attended by Colonel Brock, adjutant of the Minister 
of War, and Counsellor Nauphal, Arabie Secretary of the Foreigna 
office, had the honotr of a special audiense from the Emperor and 
Empress in the Golden Hall of the Winter Palace. ¿After the usual 
salutations had been exchanged, Schamyl, assuming the humble 
attitude of an Eastern petitioner, addressed the followiug words to 
the Emperor in Arabic :— 

* Sire, —Permit me to offer my sincere felicitations on the 
occasion of the happy event which has brought ուժ to St. Peters- 
burgh and your Majesty's palace. Sire, old Schamyl need not 
again profess his devotion to the sacred person of your Majesty, to

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Progress in Spain would seem to be from bad to worse. if 
Isabella 1138 not tho slave of her own superstition, she is a tool in 
the hands of priests and nuns. Members of her Majesty's family 
have, it is said, entreated her to look at the situation from a na- 
tional poiat of view, and statesmen whose loyalty cannot be sus- 
pected are reported to have exposed to their sovereign the danger 
which they themselves could not dissemble. But, as.it appears, all 
to no purpose. Narvaez and Gonzales Bravo are the advisers of 
the Crown; Father Claret and Sister Patrocinio have the royal 
conscience in their keeping. It has been remarked that where a 
dynasty dies out iu squalid imbecility, there is always present some 
Jesuit figure leading it softly to the grave; that wherever power 
overstrains itself, the disciples of Loyola are sure to be whispering 
fatal encouragement; and such, by all accounts, is the condition 
of things in Spain. Misery, disgust, and fear prevail in 
that unhappy country; the taxation is oppressive, and 
the confidence on which trade and commerce are car- 
ried on is lost. 11 human patience is not already exhausted 
there can be very little left to draw upon. In Spain, indeed, edu- 
cation has been the art of teaching the people not to thiuk, and the 
Spanish peasantry will bear much privation. So the end may not 
bo yet, but it cannot be remote. An insurrectionary movement 
on a comprehensive and formidable scale is supposed to be immi- 
nent. Be that, however, as it may, there can be no compromise 
It is not as if the Queen could turn over a new leaf, or as if hor 
subjee:s could forget the past. The gulf which divides the Court 
from the nation is too deep to be filled up, unless the character, 
the proud, patriotic spirit of the latter could be trodden in and 
made the foundation of a purely sacerdotal despotism. Spain 
will never recover herself so long as she tolerates a priest- 
ridden Government. No country that submits to ecclesiastical 
usurpation can develop its resources. There can be no abiding 
progress that is not founded on the independence which is wholly 
incompatible with the Papal supremacy.

THE PRACTICAL GARDENER. 
— 
GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER GARDEN.—Proceed to carry ont all alterations and 
planting in favourable weather. Give the ground plenty of muleh- 
ing. Give auriculas plenty of air; but protect from rain or. frost. 
Plant crocuses, hyacinths, jonquils, and other bulbous roots with- 
out delay. Look over beds of heartocase aud pinks after rain and 
frosta and tighten those which may be loose at their roots, Plant 
the hardiest kinds of herbaceous plants in mild weather. See that 
the roots of ranunculuses are kept perfectly dry. Plant roses in 
mild open weather. 

KITCHEN Garpen.—Cauliflower and lettuce in frames, to get 
them stocky, should have all the air possible, and only be pro- 
tected from sharp frosts or heavy rain. Continue to pot herbs 
and plant them ia a gentle heat. Peas and beans, if not done 
last week, should be sown at once, In former sowings, us they 
appear above ground, drav earth carefully round them, Phut 
rhubarb and seakale in pots or boxes, and place iu a coruer where 
there is heat and darkness. Look over stores of potatoes, and 1e- 
move all that are diseased or mouldy. “Phose in pits, if showing 
no signs of fermentatiou, should be finally earthed over for the 
winter. 

FRUIT GARDEN.—Root pruning should be continued in favour- 
able weather, also the planting of young trees. Ií the soil is old, 
give each tree a good portion of fresh loamiug soil or turfy loim 
about its roots.

SHOCKING WIFE MURDER. 

A vovxG married woman named Mary Vickery has been murdered 
by her husband, John Vickery, under cireuristauces of great 
brutality, in the little village of Warlingham, three or four miles 
from Croydon. The man, John Vickery, is a railway iabourer, 
and a native of Kend, in Devonshire. He was employed on the 
Sussex and Surrey Railway, and lived in one of a number of huts 
occupied by navvies engaged on the works near Warliugham. His 
family consisted of his wife and five children. About a dozeu 
navvies lodged in Vickery's hut, and it is believed that many of 
them were present st the time the unfortunate deceased received 
the injuries wbich caused her death; but with one exception thes 
have all since moved out of the way, doubtless to avoid giving 
evidence against their comrade. ile deceased woman, who was 
twenty-eiglit years of age, was, it appears, charged by her husband 
with giving way to drink, and spending in that way the money 
which he gave her for housebold purposes. On the ۱۱۱ inst. æ 
woman named Llizabeth Filer, having been called to the hut in 
consequence of Vickery's beating his wife, was told by him that ho 
did so because he bad just got in a heavy butcher's bill, and thut 
he thought he did not owe a farthing to anybody. ‘I'he deceased 
was then covered with blood and disfigured by blows. Vickery, 
however, promised that he would not beat her any more, aud said 
he thought he wouid leave her. The next day, the 12th iust., 
the neighbours were again alarmed by sounds أن‎ blows aud kicks, 
and loud cries of * Murder" in Vickery's bedroom. One or two 
women ran in (there were three or four men in the kitchen, but. 
they took no trouble about the matter), and found Vickery beating 
his wife, saying, * Why don’t you alter?” ‘The deceased's face 
was swolleu, her eyes blackened, and her forehead laid open. 
There was blood on her face and hauds, and she was in a state of 
extreme exhaustion, A woman named Fdgington asked Vickery 
not to strike his wife any more. The deceased asked Edgingtou 
to let her go into her house, fearing that her husband would kill 
her, and Edgington acquiesced. ‘hen it was found that sho was 
bruised from kicks over-the body, especially on the lower part oi 
her person. The police were called in, and, as the decensod was 
manifestly dying, a doctor was sent for. l'olice-constable Garrett 
found Vickery in the tap-room of a public-house and arrested him. 
Dr. Markby attended the deceased, but the injuries inflieted by the 
kicks and blows were so great that she died from the shock to her 
system on the following ‘Thursday. The accused was then charged 
before the county magistrates with the wilful innrder of his wife, 
and he has been committed on that charge ro ilorsemnger-laue 
Gaol, where he now lies awaiting liis trial at the next assizes.

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EXTRAORDINARY CASE OF FINDING MONEY. 

A very extraordinary case camo before the Civil Tribunal of the 
Seine, Paris, last week. Some mouths ago an old woman, Widow 
Tutizier, died in Paris, leaving, as it was տսքքս»օձ no other for- 
tune than the poor furniture of a տատ lodging. Her effects were 
sold by auction in that rapid way that the property of the poor is 
disposed uf; and among them was a little box containing skeins of 
tlıreal, which, with several other things classed under the head 
* sundries,” was kaocked down to a dealer in marine stores, named 
Audebert, for the small sum of 4fr. Audebert shortly afterwards 
made a present of the box to Mdile. Fricotteau, a dressmaker, who 
was his mistress. She, making use of the skeins of thread to hem 
some towels, found concealed in them tweuty Bank of France 
notes for 1,000fr, (£40) each. She, having small literary ac- 
quirements aud being utterly unaccustomed to the handliug of 
large sums of money, doubted at first whether the discovery was 
of any value. Nevertheless she sent a frierd to the Baak of 
France with one of the notes, aud, receiving iu return for it fifty 
Goldeu Napoleons, could no longer doubt about the treasure trove. 
Separate eujuyment of the find never occurred to her innoceut 
sval, and sho at once took tha notes aud gold to her paramour 
Audebert, who had given her the box. He, un the strength of his 
acquisition of fortune, proposed a tour in Auvergne, bis native 
department. Had he goue anywhere else in france he bad been 
secure from any inquiry about the eontents of the box of thread. 
But in Auvergne his expensive way of liviug, so far beyond the 
եեւ ժո of himself and family, led to the belief that he and Miss 
Fricotteau must have come by money uulawfully iu Paris. A 
judge of instruction who, it սո be presumed, has little to do 
among the honest inhabitants of Auvergne, pricked up his curious 
sin response to publie rumonr, and after making inquiries 
ght himself justified in arresting Audebert and Miss Fricot- 
teau. They at ouce confessed the whole story of the box of thread, 
and produced seventeen notes yet unspent out of the original 
twenty. T'he tribunal of correctional police acquitted them on the 
criminal charge of misappropriction, nevertheless the seventeen 
thousand-fraue notes were impounded in court to await the claim 
of the presumed lawful owner. A nephew of Widow Timizier, 
one Louis t'ochois, appeared tho other day by his counsel, M. Ի, 
Thomas, in this character. Neither Audebert nor Miss Fricottenu 
made any opp sition t» his elatin, and it was adjudged that tho 
17,000 france (£640) in court should be paid over to hin. 


INTIMIDATING ETON BOYS. 
Ar the Bucks Petty Sessions, held at Slough, before Messrs. C. P. 
Stuart, W. F. Farrer, and Colonel Vyse, Thomas Buckland was 
charged with having obtained by threats a number of small articles 
from two students at Etou College. 

Louis Vivian Lloyd said: I am a student at Eton College, and 
live at Mr. Joynes’s house. On Friday, the 9th inst., I, with two 
others, was on the footway leading from Lton to Chalvey, at about 
twenty minutes to five o'clock, and was goiug towards Eton. We 
saw the prisoner about a field and a half off. lle was halloaing 
aíter us, and we ran away towards Eton. When we had got to 
the bridge ho had reached it first, and be caught hold of me, and 
said, “1f you give me sixpence or a knife I'll let you go; if you 
do not 111 take you to my master and afterwards to prison." 1 
offered him some peneii leads, but he said * That won't do.” I 
thea offered him my name aud address, and told liim to come for 
sixpence. He said he did not believe me. I then offered him my 
handkerchizf, aud he took it. He did not tell me who his master 
was. I should not havo given him the handkerchief if he had not 
said he would take me away. After I had given him the hand- 
kerchief { gave him a push and got away. Պետ: my first half, 
and I don’t know the prisoner. 

The prisoner denied being there, as he was working for a plas- 
terer. ۶ 

‘She witness said the prisoner's face was splashed with white-

Tho other caso was that of Frank Jebb Whigham, who said: I 
am at Mr. Hale's house at Eton College. On Saturday, the 17th 
inst., just before lock-up time (five o'eluck), 1 wag coming home to 
Eton, and met the prisoner near the iron bridge. He said, “ You 
have been setting traps for rabbits." I replied that I did not want 
any rabbits. Hp then said, * No, but for rats" 1 said, “I have 
not been doing anything of the kind," He-said, “ My master has 
been out shooting, and;a pointer أن‎ his got its leg in a trap and 
broke it.” He ‘told me his master's name, but ] forget it. It was 
not Lillywhite. Ile then said, * I shall bring you to college,” and 
I remarked, “All right, come to college.” He then said he should 
take me to his master, so I gave him a knifó'ttid an empty purse. 
I did not kuow what was coming towards me until he came up, 
and I knew him then. I once saw him strike a boy named Lowder, 
who lives at Mg, John Hawtrey's house. 1 gave him the things 
because I did not know what he might ձօ to me. 1 thought he 
might perhaps take my watoh. ' i 

Mr. Inspector Peatman said there were twelve or fourteen other 
boys in the college of whom the prisoner had obtained things in 
the same way. The witness said, he did not tell a po.iceman, but 
the magistrates said the police should always bo told about snch 
things.

THE LONDON TRADES' REPORM DEMONSTRATION. 


A DEPUTATION, appointed by the committee of the London trades 
and friendly societies, waited upon Lord John Manuers, at the 
oflice of the Chief Commissioner of Work , on Monday at noon, to 
ask fon her MajestyfsMGoveriment tie use of Hyde-park or the 
'ireen-park for the mettopolitau demonstration, օս Monday next, 
in favoursof pirlinmentupgtiteforii, Էն" deputation eonsi ed of 
Mr. GeoirPotter, Mr. Geo, Bronka, Mr. Bryan, Me. J. Coftes, Mi. 
J. R. Taylor Mr. Jonkin, and Mr. Hartwell, 1 

Lord Jons 'MasNkRs said: Gentlemen, 1 am very glad indeed 
to have seen you here, aud to have heard tho calu and temperate 
statements made on behalf of the question referred to me: » You 
have not explained—and perhaps ought not here to explaiu - 
wHat are the methods you propose by which to guard azainst the 
dangers referred to ; bnt it is obvious they must exist, and Govern- 
ment would take upon themselves a very grave responsibility, in 
my humble opinie, if they did not consider the matter most 
soriously beford they subjected the people of the metropolis of all 
classes to such inconvenivuce. One gentleman has suggested 
an open place in front of Chelsea Hospital. Well, the late 
Government. made up their minds to offer Primrose-hill for a 
reform meeting, aud the present Government has no objection 
to pursue the same course. l'rimrose-hill is, like t;olyrood, out. of 
the town. It is so far removed from the main thoroughfares 
where the great press of tratie takes place, that the same objec- 
tion 4668 not hold to Primrose-hill as ifyde-park or the Green- 
park. Ioaunot make amy proposal էս you now, aud we will give 
the matter our most serious consideration, and.as soon as I pos- 
sibly can I will let you know tho decision of the Government 
upon it. Atthe samo time 1 beg that you will not leave this 
room without believing that if the Goverument find. it mecessary 
to refuge, it is not because the Government are opposed to work- 
ing men expressing their feeliug on the subject of parliamentary 
reform —it is not because they have any objection to this, but be- 
cause they fiud it not consistent with the public safety to graut 
your request. - 

Mr. HARTWELL remarked that a procession to lrimrose-hill 
would interfere more with the trattic than one to Hyde-park. But 
if they had T'rimrose-hill, would there be any objection to the eu- 
closure of a certain space for the meeting ? 

Lord Joux Mannens said that in one of their letters they an- 
ticipated that 50,000 people would be present, and asked if that 
was still the figure. 

Mr. HARTWELL said the number would depend on the weather. 

Mr. Rorrer, in thanking his lordship for his oouttesy, stated 
that consideration had been paid to all classes in the arrangements 
made, and that as the working men had given up their wages for 
the day, though he did not think their time would bo lost, he 
hoped their request would be granted. 

Mr. Brooke thought the number would be from 75,000 to 
100,000. In April, 1848, he was a captain of special constables 
in the City, and would be so now if there was anything approach- 
ing a disturbance; but he knew there would not be. 

Mr. TAYLOR said a number of temperance societies with flags and 
banners would join the procession. 

The deputation then withdrew. 

Later in the day, tlie following communication was received from 
the Chief Commissioner of Works :— 


* Nov. 96, 1866. 

“ Sir,— Having brought before her Majesty's Government the 
request prefessed to me by the deputation of the-Loudon trades 
this morning, that the use of either Hyde or the Green-park, ou 
Monday next, should be permitted them for their proposed meeting 
in favour of parliamentary reform, 1 have to inforin you that, for 
reasons which I explained at that interview, the Goverument'do 
not feel themselves at liberty to comply with it. 

“In making known to you their decision, I need hardly say

But this feeling of insecurity is not 
confined to the shopkeepers. The better classes, who have money 
in the bauks, are beginning to draw it out. One day last week 
there was “an unmistakable run " on an establishmeut in Cork, 
and it is even said that a gentleman drew as much as £15,000 to 
reinvest in Englisli securities. It is possible that very few per- 
sons in his position will take such precautions; but it can 
easily be imagined, as is said to be the cause, that the * labour- 
ing and the humbler classes believe there will ba a rising 
before Christmas."

The scizure of arms at Cork proves this, at least, for the 
polico were expecting the — harmnless-looking boxes, On 
opening the first the contents proved to be the weapons of 
which they were in search. Une box contained no less than 
thirty Enfield rifles, perfectly new, and appirently only 
just turned ort of the maker's hands, with a bayonet of the 
riug-lock pattern attached to each. There were parcels of 
spare nipples, and six new bullet moulds, which, with the rifles, 
were of first-class construction, in the same box. Tho second 
box was found to contain fifty rifles, with bayonets of the same 
description, and by the same makers (Kynocl and Co., Birming- 
bem), a proportionate number of spare nipples, and six bullet 
inoulda. ‘I'he rifles, which were ciosely packed in straw, were 
Fufield pieces, and about half a foot longer than those supplied to 
the regular army, and, consequently, capable of carrying much 
farther, and with greater force, Ihe bayonets are of the pattern, 
but not so long, as the sword bayouets used by the constabulary. 
One case was entered in the ship's manifest as containing, 
“American leather,” and the other as enclosing “ oilcloth.” 
Boxes of similar construction, it is said, have been arriving for 
some time by the steamers from England, aud been conveyed 
iute the country. This may be mere idle rumour, but a ma- 
gistrate of respectability asserts that be lately passed a horse and 
cart about two miles to tho west of the city conveying two ap- 
parently heavy cases (those seized weigh a ton) of precisely the 
same character. The arms were of course at once removed from 
the packet office to Unjon-quay Station by a body of police under 
the command of the city sub-inspector and the county inspector. 
The arrest of the man named Tracey, in the linen department of 
the Messrs. Daly and Co., of Cork, to whom the boxes were con- 
signed to throw the police off their guard, took place soon after the 
discovery of what they contained. He is a native of Kilmallock, 
ia the county of Limerick. At the time of the arrests pending the 
suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act he was taken into custody, but 
was shortly after liberated, the evidence against hiin not being suffi- 
ciently strong to justify his detention. Some time after he surreu- 
dered his situation, declaring that հօ could not live in the city, 
owing to the attention bestowed upon his movements by the detec- 
tives. Having left the city for some months, he returned, and, 
applying to be reinstated, was again employed in the establish- 
ment. The evidence now against him in respect to the importa- 
tion of the captured firearms is unknown. Other parties for 
whom the police are now looking absconded as soon as the seizure 
was effected. Mr. Daly and his partners are most respectable 
mon, aud not the slightest suspicion rests upon them in con- 
nexion with the transaction.

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DESPATCH OF TROOPS TO IRELAND. 

A telegram from the Admiralty at Whitehall was received at 
the admiral’s office at Portsmouth on Monday afternoon asking 
how soon the Orontes, troop ship, Captain Hire, could be got 
ready for sea. As the Orontes had discharged part of her stores, 
aud was ordered to be paid off on the 3rd proximo, the telegram 
vocasioned considerable astonishment at Portsmouth. The order 
with reference to the Orontes was eoupled with directions that the 
troop ship Tamar, Captain Franeis W. Sullivan, C.B., should sail 
for Ireland, to convey troops.
